SEC Appropriates $133,000 
For Student Organizations 



Expenditures of some $133,000. 
•were approved of by the Students' 
Executive Council, in passing the 
•budgets of over 45 campus organi- 
zations. Approximately 12 meeting 
hours on the part of the Council 
were involved over the weekend in 
debates over the various estimates 
presented, which ranged from a 
$35,611.20 figure from the McGill 
Daily, to a sum of $15.00 asked for 
by the McGill Philatelic Society. 

In keeping with last year's policy, 
the Council's main concern was to 
balance the year's budget without 
having to delve into either the Stu- 
dents' Society surplus or to count 
on possible donations from anony- 
mous sources. Good financing on 
the part of the majority of the or- 
ganizations involved^ was largely 
responsible for enabling the achie- 
vement of this aim, with the bud- 
get finally passed expecting an ex- 
cess of revenues over expenditures 
•of $308.14. 

Capital Expenditures 

In order to make use of the Stu- 
dents' Society surplus, and antici- 
pated revenue from anonymous 
sources, the Council passed some 
$3500.00 in non-recurring, capital 
expenditures, to be taken from this 
account. They thus bypassed the 
necessity of having to budget for 
these from the universal fees 
making up the regular revenue of 
the Students' Society. 

A McGill Daily budget calling 
for excess of expenditures over re- 
venues of $5,941.20 was passed, 
this figure representing an increased 
loss of some $3,000.00 over last 
year. It was explained to the Coun- 
cil by Neville Linton, Editor of the

Daily, that, this increase was due to 
the fact that printing costs had 
risen greatly this year, and that the 
Daily actually would be operating 
on a budget somewhat under last 
year's. One hundred dollars was 
granted for the Canadian University 
Press Conference, this year to be 
held in Montreal during Christmas 
vacation. This sum, however, will 
be taken from the non-recurring

expenditures account as the loca- 
tion of the conference changes from 
year to year, and the Daily will 
not have to bear this expense in the 
future. 

Yearbook Loss Cut In Half 

The loss sustained by the McGill 
Annual was cut in half this year, 
with an excess of expenditure over 
revenues of only $1,109.14 being 
called for in the budget passed by 
Council. The major change made 
was the result of a Council deci- 
sion to cut out commissions on ad- 
vertising in Old McGill. 

The McGill SCOPE Committee 
presented a budget calling for a de- 
ficit of $2689.00, an increase of 
over $600.00 from last year. The 
Council carried a motion proposed 
by Mr. David Frecdman, Arts and 
Science Representative, calling for 
the grant of a figure not to exceed 
$2500.00 to the committee, the al- 
location of which should be super- 
vised of by the Finance Committee 
of the SEC. 

The McGill Union deficit this 



year is expected to be only $6,754.- 
00, as compared with $10,934.12 
last year. It was pointed put, how- 
ever, that the cost of repairs and 
rcdecorations to the Union carried 
put during the summer were inclu- 
ded under the budget of the pre- 
vious year, since the '56-'57 Union 
Executive was responsible for the 
authorization of these expenditures. 

Undergraduate Society 

The Arts and Science Undergra- 
duate Society called for an SEC grant 
of $1,452.50 which the Council 
agreed was exorbitant. Wilfred 
Hastings, Secretary-Treasurer of the 
Students' Society, drew the meet 
ing's attention to the fact that the 
Arts and Science books from last 
year had not yet been closed due 
to negligence and carelessness on 
the part of the students. It was 
therefore agreed to set up a com- 
mittee to investigate the activities 
of this Undergraduate Society, and 
to see whether more efficient and 
effective handling of this group's 
affairs could be facilitated. 

The SEC approved of a $1600.00 
grant to the Medical Undergraduate 
Society. This represents almost i 
$4.00 SEC subsidy per medical stu 
dent, over and above the grant of 
$1.00 per student automatically ma- 
de by the SEC to the MUS. At" the 
SEC meeting held on October 1, 
1957, a committee was set up to 
meet with the officers of the Medi- 
cal Undergraduate Society and try 
to arrive at a suitable per capita 
grant to the M.U.S. The committee 
is to report back to the S.E.C. 
at its next meeting. 

This committee presented its rc> 
port, and proposed a motion to the 
SEC on Sunday night regarding 
M.U.S. grants. This motion, how-

Amendments to the Constitution of the Students' Society of McGill 
University have been proposed by die Medical Undergraduate Society. 
They will highlight the agenda of a general meeting of the Students' 
Society called for Wednesday, November 6th. These amendments would, 
in effect, increase the grant made to the M.U.S. from $1.00 to $6.00 
per medical student, and would also require a two-thirds majority of 
the Meds to alter the allocation of fees to their Society in the future. 

At present, an unconditional grant of $1.00 per medical student 
is made to the M.U.S. by the Students' Society as it is to all undergra- 
duate societies at McGill. The amendment, if passed, would not only 
increase this figure by a factor of 6, but would also change the method 
of its disbursement. At present, the SEC receives a $15.00 grant for 
each Students' Society member from the Cashier of the University, and 
proceeds to send checks to each undergraduate society based on $1.00 
per student. The M.U.S. amendment would take this out of the hands 
of the SEC, and would have the cashier send a check representing $6.00 
per medical student directly to the Medical Undergraduate Society. 

Louis Donolo, President of the Students' Society and Chairman of 
the SEC stressed the fact that the Students' Society had been formed to 
bring students together, and that if it became dismembered into sepa- 
rate interest groups, this function would be lost. "We will be selling the 
Students' Society down the drain with passage of this motion," stated 
Donolo, "because we are committing ourselves and future Councils to 
an expenditure which we cannot make, which may not be necessary, and 
which will destroy the unity of the Students' Society." 

Mosher States Med Case 
Garth Mosher, President of the M.U.S., presented the Medical Stu- 
dents' case to the SEC at their meeting on October 1st. He explained that 
due to the unique needs of the medical students, based on differences 
in curriculum and the orientation of their academic year, they were un- 
able to partake of the majority of the activities and services provided by 
the Students' Society to its members. He stressed the fact that this 
lack of participation was dictated by "ability and opportunity, rather than 
being a matter of choice." At. that meeting, he stated that if no satisfac- 
tory conclusion was reached by the SEC to the M.U.S. situation, it would 
leave him no alternative but to take any constitutional means available 
to force a decision upon the council. 

The M.U.S. amendments were signed by a majority of the medical 
students and were presented in the form of a petition for a special meet- 
ing of the Students' Society. Mr. Mosher agreed, however, to allow a ge- 
neral meeting to be called, thereby fulfilling a constitutional requirement 
that at least one general meeting of the Society be called per term. A 
quorum of 300 students is essential in order for any action to be taken. 

David Freedman, SEC representative from Arts and Science, saw in 
the M.U.S. request the danger of the destruction of the Students' So- 
ciety. Freedman stressed that "any student who believes in the future 
of the Students' Society and student activities at McGill has a responsi- 
bility to attend the November 6th 
meeting."

U.S. Frat Expels Chapter 



Theta Xi Fraternity on the Am 
hcrst College campus has been sus- 
pended by the ruling body of Theta 
Xi after it pledged a Negro. The 
Amherst chapter was suspended by 
a Convention vote for two years. 

According to the minutes of the 
Convention, the suspension occurred 
because for several years the Am- 
herst chapter has been forcing many 
formidable issues which were detri- 
mental to the affinity and general 
welfare of the Theta Xi fraternity. 

The minutes continued : "Al- 
though the Grand Lodge of Theta 
Xi has sought the co-operation of 
the Amherst chapter and requested 
that it return to a complete com- 
pliance with the constitution, Am-

hcrst has failed to fulfill its obliga- 
tions as a chapter and has consistent- 
ly reflected its lack of desire to 
function within the range of fra- 
ternity harmony." The records con- 
tinued : "The reason for suspen- 
sion ranged from Amherst's breach 
of the national unity to disuse and 
lack of regard for fraternity ritual." 

Peter Parker, president of Hie 
Amherst chapter, stated : "We are 
now operating as a local fraternity 
in order to carry on the business of 
the house, but we have voted to try 
for reinstatement in two years at the 
next convention." 



"The Amherst Student", the col- 
lege newspaper stated that "The 
chapter was suspended after it pled- 
ged a Negro student," which ac- 
cording to Parkcf, "is not the case 
mentioned in the official statement 
of suspension." 

Said Walter Fletcher, president of 
the University of Connecticut chap- 
ter of Theta Xi and a delegate to 
the convention : "Discrimination 
was not the cause of the suspension 
of the Amherst chapter. Our Cons- 
titution contains no discriminating 
clauses and anyone, regardless of 
race or creed can rush our house. 
The only considerations for mem- 
bership arc character and qualifica- 
tion."

Money For The Masses ? 

The forthcoming city elections are providing much 
material for accusations as to how much waste and graft 
does go on in City Hall. This sort of vituperative warfare 
is typical of elections whether civic, provincial or federal. 
The core element reflected in such outbursts is the un- 
deniable concern of the public with what happens to its 
money. 

.At election time on this campus little is ever said by 
candidates on financial matters and there is a general apathy 
in the student body in this direction. Actually, the amount 
of money spent annually on student activities is very high 
and a lack of interest by the students whose money is being 
spent is indicative of poor responsibility — the sort of 
irresponsibility that leads to poor citizenship and to poor 
public administration. 

• This weekend the SEC passed a preliminary budget for 
the current year with expenditures totalling $133,000. The 
final figures will almost certainly be in excess of this 
amount. Many hours of work went into passing this budget 
and we feel that a good job was done. There were many 
disconcerting factors nonetheless; there was for instance 
the Arts and Science Undergraduate Society whose budget 
and programme the council found so unsatisfactory that a 
committee was appointed to look into the working of that 
organization. There was the increasing number of -inter- 
collegiate conferences being held on the campus which take 
a considerable amount of money and time — indeed there 
were cases of possible conflict on the dates calendar. There 
was the high proportion of budgets being spent on social 
events of such a nature that only a few executive-types could 
benefit. 

We. would be the last to suggest that there was any 
graft in Students' Society affairs. There is, however, a good 
deal of unnecessary expenditure and some wastage. It is 
also true that proportionately few students do get any 
benefit from their fees and this condition can be improved 
by more intelligent interest on the part of the rank and file. 
The question of the size of the extracurricular programme is 
also relevant here. That university officials are none too 
happy over an expanding Students* Society programme in- 
volving large-scale expenditure is well known to the SEC. 
Once funds are forthcoming there is theoretically no .limit 
to the extracurricular program. 

We at McGill are fairly well off in this direction ; since 
i954 the SEC has been in receipt of substantial anonymous 
donations which have helped buttress the regular pro- 
gramme. At the beginning of this semester the reserve fund 
stood at $31,000 and the surplus fund at $21,000. This is a 
fair amount of money; it's yours, we suggest you keep an 
eye on it.

Up With 
Civic Action 

Sir: 

Newspapermen are busy people. 
Their job is so difficult that one is in- 
clined to think that only very intel- 
ligent individuals should try their 
hand at it. I believe with many others 
that it takes mainly seriousness and 
sincerity. 

Seriousness to talk about serious 
things seriously, and sincerity . . . peo- 
ple have lost the meaning of this word 
(including many newspapermen). 

It is not to the merit of the Daily 
nor to that of Wallace John Macheath 
that articles like The Twopenny Opera 
be printed. (Daily of Oct. 17th) It I» 
quite obvious by what he writes, that 
the author is no longer able to con- 
tain his "ill-shaped, ill-aimed" obser- 
vations.

- The graduates who left McGill 25 
years ago have returned with a tan- 
gible expression of their feelings to- 
wards "Old McGill" — a gift of 
$40,878 for the Alma Mater Fund. 
A special drive for funds by the 25- 
"^year class has been the custom since 
the class of 1930 donated $17,185 in 
1955. This year's contribution is the 
largest ever made to the Fund by a 
single graduate class. 

Representatives of the class of 1932 
in Arts and Science, Commerce, Engin- 
eering, Medicine, Law, and R.V.C. 
gathered Saturday at the home of 
i Chancellor R. E. Powell to accept his 
thanks on behalf of the University. A 
brief report was delivered by Mr. J.G. 
Notman, Chairman of the Fund, who 
is a Science graduate of 1922. In his 
report, Mr. Notman announced that 
the total amount received by the Alma 
"Mater Fund so far in 1957 has reach- 
ed $191,000, donated by 8,400 gradua- 
tes. Mr. Notman, who will head the 
drive again next year, expressed his 
hope that $60 per graduate would be 
the standard of contribution. 
. The Alma Mater fund was founded 
in 1948, and has since mushroomed to 
the point where 53 regional commit- 
tees in Canada, the United States, 
Britain, South America, and the West 
Indies have contact with graduates of 
McGill, of whom about .45% con 

tribute to the Fund.

The money collected is not car- 
marked for any specific purpose, but 
is included in a general fund to be 
used for whatever purposes the Uni- 
versity's administration sees fit. 

A spokesman for the Fund said 
Saturday that it was hoped to reduce 
the deficit which has been affected to 
a considerable degree by the salary in- 
creases gained by the teaching staff. 

In this connection, Mr. Powell sail 
"We can't seem to get the pay up 
without increasing the deficit. I hope 
we will somehow be able to resolve 
the impasse between the provincial 
and federal governments", regarding 
the contentious" issue of Federal grants 
to universities.
